The school house at No. 5 has been thoroughly re- 
paired and this has added much _ to the comfort of the 
childien and teacher. Your committee regret having had 
to change teacher in this district so often. It is hoped 
that the present teacher can be retained. 

School house No. 9 has had a much needed coat of 
paint.
